‘Alva, Oklahoma, has about five thou- 
sand inhabitants and is quite a live- 
ly town.

There are no sloughs or brush here 
s0 all the land is‘cultivated. The 
soil is a chocolate loam, of a dull 
Ted color, and it took me quite a 
while to get used to it, as it ia so 
different from the rich black loam 
of Alberta, 

There has been a lot of rain and 
the crops are good this year. It is 
sometimes too dry. The farmers 
mostly raise fall wheat and it will 
he ready to harvest by the end of 
this month, The alfalfa hae been 
eut once and will be twice more cut. 
this summer. It does as well hera 
as timothy does at home. Crops 
put in this spring are kaffir corp, pe- 
teretta, cane and broom corn. Oats 
do not do as well as it gsts too hot 
and dry for them. Thies is not. 
much of a dairy country, most pen- 
‘ple just keeping: enough cows to 
rupply them with milk and butter. 
Oklahoma has: a fine climate and J 
am glad to say that it is doing me 
good.

These 
commissioners are not answerable to 
the people, but answerable to the 
party in power. They give us what 
Mrs. Partington would call the boon 
of free and irresponsible government 
in its most expensive shape. 

During its first year of office the 
Borden government appointed some 
two hundred and = fifty-five special 
commissioners at an approximate 
charge upon the country of two hun- 
dred thousand dollars a year. That 
isto say they added twenty per cent 
to the cost of civil government in

Dur- 
ing his first year of office he ap- 
pointed eighty-eight commissioners, 
some of whom are under pay yet. 
No single commissioner gut rich at 
it but everybody got a slic. Their 
activitiss stood us in tor the first 
year $17,000 and they did a Jot of 
imvestigating for the money. ‘They 
were ‘so keen on investigating that 
they found dead Grits in the grave- 
yard who had been guilty of ‘:offen- 
sive partisanship’? and dug them 
up so they could be fired posthumou- 
sly by a Postmaster General who 
hewed to the line and a littie .be- 
yond. Not only were dead Liberal 
postmasters discharged but Conser- 
vative postmasters who had been let 
out in 1896 at the age of seventy 
were found and restored to their 
posts after an interval of fifteen 
years- his partly explains the 
briskness of the postal service in 
some parts of Canada. Among oth- 
was room for about three post office 
er things the commissioners found 
Clerks where one clerk had been en- 
ouch before, which indicates the 
thrift of the government in these 
days of stern retrenchment.
